The cargoes of the cap- 


tured vessels, the statement adds, con- 
sisted principally of \var materials for 
the entente allies and foodstuifs. Three 
of. the vessels sunk were armed Brit- 
ish merchantmen. 


Unrcportcd for Military Reasons. 
Tho bringing in of the Yarrowdale, 


tho statement continues, 
had 
been 


kept secret for military reasons, but 
in view of the statement of the British 
admiralty on January 17, it was decid- 
ed to make the news 
public. 
The 


prize crew of the Yarrowdale was 
commanded by Deputy Officer Bada- 
wJtz. 


The official statement follows: 
"The English steamer Yarrowdale. 


of 4,600 tons, was brought into har- 
bor on the thirty-first of December as 
a prize by a prize crew of 16 men. She 
ha'd aboard 463 prisoners, namely the 
crews of one Norwegian and seven 
English ships, which were captured by 
one of our auxiliary cruisers in the. 
Atlantic ocean. 


"The cargoes of the captured ves- 


sels consisted principally of war ma- 
terial for our enemies from America, 
and food stulfs, including 6.000 tons 
of wheat, 2,000 tons of Hour and 1,900 
horses.

Old Instrument In St. Paul'* 


Cathedral, London. 


_ The organ of St. Faul's cathedral In 
London is tile most powerful in the 
world. 
There is a weight of three 


tons on the bellows, and some of its 
giant pipes disappear from view in the 
recesses of the cuormous dome. Some 
of the smaller pipes ure up by the 
altar, and the rest are either hidden 
away behind the long row of choir 
stalls or are sccti towering oa either 
side of the choir gates. 
But all aro 


controlled from a little organ loft in 
which is scarcely room for anyone be 
side the organist seated ut the l^ey- 
board. 


There are five rows of keys and two 


tiers of over 100 ivory handle stops. 
The organist showed how, by pressin,? 
with his thumb one of a row of buttons 
as he played, whole combinations 


pushed out or pushed in. 


demonstrated, too, how with the 


slightest pressure he could transform 
the sound of the organ from the softest 
and sweetest of tones to a volume 
which rolled and seemed to shake the 
entire building. 


The organ is a very ancient one. It 


was built between the years 1024 and 
1TOO 
by one. Bernard Schmidt, a cele- 


bratel German organ mater, and cost 
over £2,000. Schmidt was merely re- 
sponsible for the inside work, the case
